“The new Residence Hall for 
women is progressing according 
to schedule,” says K. Ezra Bucher, 
director of this new phase of the 
Development Program. 

Wall construction has begun on 
the three-story brick building de- 
signed to house 130 women stu- 
dents and to provijie dining facil- 
ities for 300 students. 

Foundation trenches and base- 
ment excavations'were complet- 
ed by Labor Day. Construction 
was delayed from August 1 to 16, 
awaiting the enactment of an 
amendment to the Federal hous- 
ing bill by which the interest 
rate was reduced from 3.5 to 2.75 
per cent per annum. This reduc- 
tion effects an annual saving of 
several thousand dollars over the 
40-year life of the bond issue. 

Ground-breaking cere rhonies 
took place July 15, immediately 
after the awarding of the con- 
tract to the Savastio Construction 
Company, Hershey. 

The building committee of the 
bqard of trustees met Tuesday, i 
September 6, with Architect J. 
Alfred Hamme and Regional En- 
gineer William Findley, to dis- 
cuss the installation of utilities 
and to consider various matters 
relative to construction costs, 
changes and schedules. 

The building committee author- 
ized the initial contacting of 
moveable eauinment supnliers to 
secure proposals and prices for 
dormitory room equipment. 

The I'esidence hall is scheduled* 
to be ready for occupancy by 
September J956.

The investigation of Hitler’s 
Fascist Germany in 1937, Mr. 
Russell’s first foreign news story 
for the Newark Ledger, exposed 
the Gennan-American Bund as 
being a tool of the Nazis. The 
resulting $2,000,000 libel suit 
which came to trial on the day 
that the Nazis invaded Denmark 
and Norway, revealed the fifth 
column tactics of the Germans. 

Since that initial assignment, 
Mr. Russell, a Princeton gradu- 
ate, has served with the British 
Royal Navy, later transferring to 
the U. S. Navy, and h'as partici- 
pated in such military operations 
as the North Russian run and 
maneuvers in North Africa, Sici- 
ly and Japan. He was in Tokyo 
Bay when the Japaneses surren- 
dered. 

Following his naval discharge, 
he became associate miblisher of 
the Newark Star-Ledger. I 

Mr. Russell’s wife, the foi-mer 
Sarah Spencer-Churchill, is a 
niece of Sir ’Winston Churchill.

Working in a refugee camp, the 
young people had the task of 
digging foundations for three 
•homes which would be converted 
vr into apartments for refugees who 
were too’ old to do manual labor. 

“Our tools were a pick, shovel 
• and wheelbarrow. You just don't 
see bulldozers over there like you 
do here,.!’ Janet described. 

Work Program 

Digging began at seven a. m. 
but. since the workcampers had to 
travel by truck to the working 
site they had to rise much earlier. 
A break at 10 o’clock provided 
■ time for a second breakfast of 
' , cheese sandwiches and lemonade. 
'* The six-hour day ended at 2 o’- 
clock with the main meal of the 
day being served”at 2:30 o’clock. 

A schoolhouse, actually a long, 
unpainted barracks building in 
the refugee camp, was home to 
the young people. The only color 
in the midst of the long rows of 
drab barracks was the flower 
gardens so characteristic of the 
Europeans: 

Recreation Hours 

Sometimes, the workcampers 
visited the refugees and talked 
for hours of life in the camp, the 
past war, and hope for the future. 
At other times they played voll- 
eyball, went svvimming, or pro- 
vided' recreation for the refugee 
children. Many times, however, 
they were very tired and at such 
I times even straw mattresses felt 
comfortable.

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First Volkswagen Appears on Campus 
Represents New West German Economy

Have you’ ever ridden in a 
Volkswagen? Chances are that 
you have not, but if the present 
trend continues more and more 
people will have such an experi- 
ence. 

Dr. and Mrs. Charles S. Apgar 
own the first Volkswagen to come 
to campus. It is a small, blue, 
bug-like automobile with a tiny, 
air-colled rear engine, a motor 
which gets 35 miles, to a gallon 
of gasoline. A 9 entral tube 
chassis extends from the front 
to the back forming a sturdy 
backbone. The independent tor- 
sion bar suspension of each wheel 
•gives a smooth ride, even over 
rough roads. 

The "People's Car" 

The history of the Volkswagen, 
which now ranks with General 
Motors, Ford and Chrysler, goes 
back to post-war Germany. The 
“people’s car” was designed by 
Ferdinand Porsche for Adolph 
Hitler who wanted to* make a 
cheap, efficient car available to 
the faithful of the Third Reich. 

After experimenting with sev- 
eral motors, he found one which 
would withstand even the rigid 
tests which the S. S. men put it 
through. A factory was started 
■ but only a few hundred cars 
were produced before the plant 
was destroyed by Allied bomb- 
ings. 

The Millionlh Car 

In 1948 Henry Nordhoff took 
over the plant and quadrupled 
production in the first four years. 
Recently there was a big cele- 
bration as the millionth car rolled 
off the assembly lines. Trained 
in America by General Motors, 
Nordhoff is familiar with assem- 
bly line techniques and American 
production methods and uses , 
many of therq in his plant. 

New Brunswick Plant 

Volkswagen, producers of the ^ 
largest selling foreign car in the ^ 
United States, has bought an as- 
sembly plant at New Brunswick, 
New Jersey to produce these lit- 
tle cars, trucks and buses with 
American labor, and materials. i 

The success of this little car 1 
has become an inspiration and a i 
symbol to the people of Western 5 
Germany showing them that there { 
is hope for the economic recovery 
of their counti’y.

E-town copped the decision over 
Lincoln last year when Jim Chase 
netted 20 points in an 88-64 de- 
cision. The meeting with West- 
ern Maryland will be the first in 
history. 

York Junior college will be the 
scene of the York Tournament, 
in which the Jays are to meet 
Loyola of Baltimore in one part 
of a twin-bill. Coach Smith has 
high regard for the Marylanders 
who finished second in the Mason- 
Dixon Conference and established 
an over-all 18-8 mark last sea- 
son. Their offense is centered 
around big Charlie McCullough, 
6-foot 8-inch center, who scored 
574 points last year. 

Three regulars including ace 
scorer, Jim Conner, form the core 
for Dickinson, whom the Blue 
Jays play at Carlisle. The Red 
Devils defeated the Blue Jays 
last year, 66-59.

Detecting suppression is but 
one phase of the experiment 
presently being carried out by 
Dr. Stump who hopes to establish 
a positive relationship between 
visual performance and success 
in athletics. 

Members of the soccer team 
are now undergoing orthorator 
tests in the first part of the study 
and the basketball team will 
probably be tested in the next 
phase. The full extent of the 
tests on campus is still nebulous. 

Focal point of the study is the 
orthorator, a black box-like con- 
traption that resembles an over- 
sized slide viewer. This highly 
versatile instrument measures 
seven distinct visual functions at 
a distance of twenty feet and five 
others at thirteen 'inches. 

The functions tested involve 
the use of both eyes, together 
and separately, in determining 
depth perception, color differen- 
tiation, distance, vertical and lat- 
eral muscle balance, and ability to 
see fine detail.

The Executive Committee of the Board oI 
Trustees met Friday, December 2, to consider lh« 
problem of the advancing costs of food, labor, 
supplies and the need for additional money for 
faculty salaries. 

After a careful study of ways and means as to 
ho\v to operate the college on a balanced budget 
and to keep the quality of the instructional pro- 
gram on a high level the board has found it man- 
datory to increase its charges for room, board and 
tuition. 

The committee also made a comparative studj' 
of charges in 14 other private colleges in this area 
of Pennsylvania. , 

It has found that the tuition charges in only 
one college were as low as those charged by Eliza- 
bethtown college. The tuition fees range from 
$450 to $650. The majority of them charge in ex- 
cess of $550 and jnost of them xvill advancfe this 
fee for next year. The committee voted to set tha 
tuition charge at $500. 

The charges for board in Elizabethtown collega 
currently are the lowest among the 15 included 
in the study. As for room rents, the maximum 
charges among these colleges is $350, although sev- 
eral have minimum room rent fees lower than 
those charged at Elizabethtown college. 

The committee set the total charges for room 
and board at $510. This will bring the compre- 
hensive fee for boarding students for 1956-57 ■ to 
$1060. The fee for day students, will be $550. 

Although this advance in charges may seem 
high, it is still near the very bottom of the list o£ 
private colleges in Pennsylvania. And from dis- 
cussions heard in meetings of college administra- 
tors, most of these colleges will also need to raisQ 
their fees for next year. , A. C. Baugher.

Prof. Raymond Franke, instruc- 
tor in English. 

After teaching three sections in 
English composition, he states 
that he finds the freshmen alive 
and interesting. In addition, he 
teaches one section in History of 
Modern Europe and a course in 
Modern Drama. 

Interest in Creative Writing 

Deeply interested in creative 
writing. Professor Franke, a na- 
tive of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
wrote as his master’s thesis, a 
collection of short stories dealing 
with love, death, war, adolescence 
and childhood. He received his 
master of arts degree from the 
Johns Hopkins university, Balti- 
more, M5., where his major was 
English writing, and a bachelor 
of arts degree from the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin, Madison. 

During World War II, he 
served in the Pacific theatre in 
the transportation and medical 
corps of the United States Army. 
While serving in the Far East, 
Professor Franke visited Japan, 
which he describes as “beautiful.” 

Experiences in Japan 

He relates one incident in 
which several Japanese high 
school students, speaking Eng- 
lish, approached him on the 
beach. He found them interested 
in Conrad and Galsworthy, con- 
temporary English novelists. This, 
Professor Franke believes, is be- 
cause Conrad, in -particular, wrote 
of the Far East and because he 
came from England, an island 
country like their own. 

In addition to the Orient, his 
other travels include visits to the 
South, Northwest and Southwest. 

Prior to teaching at Elizabeth- 
town, he taught at Lasky Pre- 
paratory school, Baltimore.

Student Christian Assoc. Sponsors Korean Project; 
Packages Containing Schooi Suppiies Sent to Kyommyon 


WITHIN THE NEXT FOUR 
MONTHS 200 children in the 
primary school in Kyommyon, 
Kok Sang Gun, Chollatiando, Ko- 
rea will be receiving packages 
from Elizabethtown, Pennsylva- 
nia. U. S. A. Packed in the boxes 
will be erasers, pencils, compass- 
es, water colors, pencil sharp- 
eners, maps, red and blue mark- 
ing pencils, combination rulers 
and protractors, and a large 
globe— the evidences of sacrificial 
giving at Elizabethtown College. 

The materials were purchased 
with money collected in a Christ- 
mas project sponsored by the So- 
cial Responsibility commission of 
the Student Christian Assoc. 

Three fourths of the total .$140 
has been spent for school mate- 
rials. The. remainder will be used 
to pay postage charges and to 
buy additional supplies. 

Individual donations were giv- 
en to thirteen committee members 
representing the seven dormi- 
tories and down-town students. 

In a special service of dedica- 
tion preceding the regular SCA 
meeting on December 14 Lloyd 
Shim thanked the students of the 
college on behalf of the Korean 
children.

HIGHER FACULTY SALARIES, 


a result of the recent $54,900 
grant to Elizabethtown College by the Ford Foundation, may be 
forthcoming in September of this year, according to President A. C. 
Baugher. 

In all, 615 regionally accredit- 
ed, privately supported colleges 
and universities and 3,500 hos- 
pitals received a share of the 
half-billion dollar grant, the 
largest in the history of philan- 
thropy. 

Under the terms of the grant, 
the money must be invested with 
the interest to be used solely to 
raise faculty salaries. After ten 
years, the college rriay use the 
principal in any manner it de- 
sires. The finance committee of 
the board of trustees will handle 
disposition of the grant for the 
college. 

Based on Size of Faculty 
The size of the grants received 
by the individual colleges de- 
pended primarily upon the 
amount each set aside for the 
faculty payroll for one year. 
President Baugher revealed that 
tfie Ford Foundation has prom- 
ised to review its grant to Eliza- 
bethtown college and possibly 
bring it into closer alignment 
with the faculty payroll for the 
year 1954-’55, which totaled 
about $134,000. 

Restore to 1939 
Purchasing- Power 
In explaining the grant, the 
Ford Foundation issued a state- 
ment which reads in part: “All 
the objectives of higher educa- 
tiorf ultimately depend upon the 
quality of teaching . . . Merely to 
restore professors’ salaries to 
their 1939 purchasing power 
would require an average in- 
crease of at least 20 per cent. Even 
this would not bring teachers in 
our private colleges to their eco- 
nomic position before World War 
II in relation to that of other 
professions and occupations.”

Enrollment Increases 

For the lirst time in their history, the na- 
tion’s colleges and universities have enrolled 
more than three million students this school 
year, according to statistics reli^ased by the 
United States Department of Health,.

• Gains were reported among colleges and 
universities in nearly all states. Pennsylvania' 
had a 10.5 per cent, increase in fall tirst-year 
enrollment.

This increase is evident here aU Elizabeth- 
town College as the enrollment continues to 
climb near the 500 mark. Although it far

Because of his recent 
illness, some officials have suggested that he act 
merely as an adviser to his cabinet. These pro-> 
posals have been turned aside with a snort of 
disgust and' answered by a flurry of work which 
amazes those associated with him.

Hoover that a second vice-president be elected 
to ease the presidential burden was given the 
cold shoulder by Ike. 

He is now working hard to balance the new 
budget 'and bring the United States out on the 
black side of the ledger in 1957. His almost 
unbelievable concern for the welfare of our 
government is one to be emulated by highest 
officials. 

Regardless of their political party or dislike 
for Pres. Eisenhower, not even the worst of 
his critics could accusejiim of underestimating 
the tremendous load which rests on his shoul- 
ders.

The line now serves 
two purposes, providing the dor., 
mitory with water and satisfying 
the need for more adequate fire 
protection on the campus.

Mr. Bucher stated that the de- 
velopment program is nearing 
achievement of the first phase 
with total subscriptions amount- 
ing to $347,000. 

Recently, the permanent de- 
velopment program committee 
consisting of Mr. Horace Raffens- 
perger. Dr. I. Wayne Keller, 
and Miss Ethel M. B. Wenger 
met with Dr. A. C. Baugher, Mr. 
Robert Young, and Mr. Bucher 
to outline future activities of tha 
development program in addi- 
tion to the Gibble campaign, re- 
cently inaugurated by the Gib- 
ble committee. 

Possible Women’s Auxiliary 

Miss Wenger has been appoint- 
ed by the committee to study the 
possibility of organizing an Eliz- 
abethtown college women’s aux- 
iliary. Mr. Raffensperger and Dr. 
Keller will give thought to orga- 
nizing a permanent Century Club. 

Developments of these two 
projects will be reported to the 
committee at a meeting sched- 
uled for the latter part of Janu- 
ary.

3. Protestants will have to develop a new 
kind of pastor,, one geared to working 
with a greater proportion of older citi- 
zens and working wives. 

The major share of responsibility in meet- 
ing this challenge falls on the church-atfiliated 
colleges and universities of this country. These 
institutions must mold the religious leaders of 
tomorrow. 

Tlie strength of America is and always has 
been directly dependent on the quality of its 
moral fibre. With this in mitid, and in light of 
the conditions cited above, the mission of the 
N;ition's church-afinialcd schools takes on add- 
ed importance.

This inability to cope with the passage of time or failure to place 
our lives in proper perspective with the flight of history has plagued 
the human race since the dawn of time.

Unless we put 
forth a maximum effort, we can lose the freedoms we talk about so 
glowingly on Independence Day. 

All of us, individually and collectively, have a share in this re- 
sponsibility. We cannot avoid it without suffering the consequences. 

All of us have a voice in writing the minutes of our age. Let us 
do all in our power to avoid the mistakes of the Romans and do our- 
selves credit in the history books of tomorrow.

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The Bell Curve 


by James Yeingst 

The use of the bell-shaped curve method of grading is a source 
of controversy and divided opinion among students and a topic of 
absorbing interest among faculty members. 

In essence, studies have found that nearly all biological and 
psychological traits in the general population tend to distribute them- 
selves with the bulk of the cases in the middle and the others grad- 
ually tapering off at both extremes. This is the normal or bell-shaped 
curve. 

Applying this principle to grading, educators have stated that 
over a period of time a representative group of students taking a 
standarized course will be graded as follows: 5 per cent, will receive 
an “A,” 20 per cent. “B,” 50 per cent. “C,” 20 per cent. “D,” and 5 
per cen. “F.” This, they say, is a natural phenomenon. 

To be accredited, a college must award grades that generally 
conform to this pattern aver a stipulated period of time.

College to Study 
Teaching Resources 


Elizabethtown college is taking 
part in a program sponsored by 
the Fund for the Advancement 
of Education designed to make 
Tnore effective utilization of col- 
lege teaching resources in the 
face of rising e,^^.'rollments. 

A committee of college and 
university leadera from all parts 
of the nation will handle distri- 
bution of the half-million dol- 
lar fund on the basis of suggest- 
ed experiments designed to make 
maximum use of instructors. 

Locally, four, faculty commit- 
tees, representing the depart- 
ments of science, social studies, 
business, and teacher education, 
have submitted idea to the ad- 
ministration for further screen- 
ing. Among these proposals are 
independent study for upper class 
honor students, avoidance of over- 
lapping courses, and clerical 
help for instructors with large 
classes. 

The administration will inves- 
tigate the practicality of these 
and other suggestions and then 
submit them to the national com- 
I mittee. 

'Fund allocations for experi- 
mentation on selected sugges- 
tions will -begin this fall.

With $350,000 in subscriptions 
reached, the second phas^ of the 
ten-year college development 
program goes into effect. 

The first unit of construction 
is in progress awaiting the ar- 
rival of steel for completion of 
the Women’s Residence hail.

them to fill industry's need for 

terrific drop-out in engineering 
schools and courses, ranging from 
approximately 50 per cent, to as 
high as 90 per cent, in some areas. 

‘‘College students today,” said 
Prof. Custer, ‘‘should urge their 
younger friends to take their high 
school math seriously.” 

Prof. Custer said that weak- 
ness in math and the lack of a 
rigid study pattern were the two 
major causes of drop-outs today. 

He pointed out that here at 
Elizabethtown, students have a 
unique opportunity. The engi- 
neering course is set up on what 
is called a “3-2” program. Stu- 
dents spend three years here, re- 
ceiving a liberal arts degree, then 
go on to Penn State University 
for two years, thus receiving their

The value in this, explains 
Prof. Custer, is that students gain 
the advantages of a small school 
in their first three years of study 
and are still able, in the last two 
years, to work with the elaborate, 
expensive equipment necessary 
to give them the training they 
need.

And yet this will 
probably not resolve the prob- 
lem of supplying the demand.

Among these questions are: (1) 
How will the Church of the 
Brethren colleges expand facili- 
ties to carry their proportionate 
share of student enrollment over 
the next decade, and (2) How 
may the colleges procure ade- 
quate financial support for build- 
ing, endowment, and increased 
faculty salaries. 

These and other problems will 
be on the agenda when the com- 
mittee meets with the Commis- 
sion on Christian Education in 
Elgin, Illinois, March 15. 

The committee headed by Dr. 
Baugher is composed of the presi- 
dents of all Church of the Breth- 
ren colleges and the head of the 
Bethany Biblical Seminary in 
Chicago.

Gilbert and Sullivan’s delightful comic opera dealing with 
pirates and pirates’ apprentices, British major-generals and Eng- 
lish “Bobbies,” was brought to Elizabethtown college campus 
last Frida}' and Saturday ''evenings, and those who were respon- 
sible for the production of “The Pirates of Penzance” deserve 
commendation. ■ i

prentice. Frederick’s guardian, 
an ugly pirate woman, played 
by Esther Hershman, mistakes a 
dying request of his mother that 
he should be apprenticed to a 
“pilot.” She, however, mistakes 
the faint words and trains him as 
a “pirate” for the notorious pi- 
rates of Penzance, headed by a 
red-bearded captain, William 
Stoneback. 

The English cops or “Bobbies,” 
under the direction of Theodore 
Yohe, provide much of the hu-_ 
mor in the play with their quaint 
“processional” and reserved, typ- 
ically-British manner of trapping 
criminals — in this cq^se, pirates. 
One of their outstanding songs, 
typically Gilbert and Sullivan, is 
their “Ta-ra, ta-ra, ta-ra, ta-ra.” 

Colorfully dressed swashbuck- 
ling buccaneei-s mingle with love- 
ly night-gowned maidens beside 
a ruined castle in the colorful 
second act. The cleverly funny 
trio was carried by Kenneth Mil- 
ler, who is cast as the major- 
general, guardian of the host of 
maidens, William Stoneback and 
Esther Hershman. 

Easily recognized by those at- 
tending was the best known cho- 
rus In the opera, “Come friends 
who plow the seas, trust to navi- 
gation, seek another station; let 
us vary piracy, with a little burg- 
lary,” but more easily recognized 
as the melody to “Hail, Hail, the 
Gang’s All Here,” This chorus 
is sung by the vivacious pirate 
chorus. 

Fittingly climaxing the pro- 
duction was the fmale sung by 
the entire cast, swinging right to 
left. Between the opening ovw- 
ture and the closing finale was 
much delightful and gay music, 
yet beautiful love songs as Ma- 
bel’s and Frederick’s duet, “Ah, 
leave me not to pine, alone and 
desolate.”

The five top scorers and their 
averages per game are as fol- 
lows: Kay Barron, 127.7; Rachel 
Keller, 124.4; Carol Thurston, 
102.7; Nancy Brubaker, 100.2, and 
Lorraine Kershner, 99.7. 

The men’s basketball league 
has been at a stand-still for the 
past few weeks. Several games 
remain, but whether the season is 
to be completed, is not certain.'

The Blue Jay baseballers begin April 5 at Gettysburg and con- 
tinue until May 26 when they play Pennsylvania Military collega 
here in the last of 20 scheduled games. The tennis season begiira 
with Juniata playing on the local court April 14. 

Coach Ira Herr has great hopea 
for a good season because he has 
11 lettermen returning from last 
year’s outfit .which finished the 
season with a respectable 11-6 
record. This group is headed by 
third baseman Jim Sarbaugh whe 
hit .413 to pace all area college 
slugger's and outfielder Lorell 
Price who banged out a .357 aver- 
age last year. 

G-burg, Opener 

The Jays begin with Gettys- 
burg who defeated them last year 
when nine Blue Jay errors al- 
lowed the Bullets four unearned 
runs. The score was 4-2. After 
that there are four straight at 
home with Washington, Buck- 
nell, ^usquehanna and Juniata, 
respectively. The locals took three 
from this group last season when 
they took two out of two from 
Juniata and one out of one from 
Susquehanna. Neither Washing- 
ton nor Bucknell were on last 
year’s schedule. 

The Blue Jays then play Leba- 
non Valley, Dickinson and Ursin- 
us, the Ursinus game being at 
home. The Dutchmen beat the 
Jays at Annville last season 8-5 
but were trimmed here 7-3. Dick- 
inson bowed to . the Jays twice 
in ’55 by 2-1 and 6-4 scores but 
Ursinus trounced them 8-1. 

Tennis Team 

Coach Smith will have to re- 
build his tennis team with only 
two lettermen. Jay Gibble and 
George Paul, returning for ac- 
tion. 

Last year’s senior-dominated 
team finished the season at 4-6, 
The 1956 netmen begin at home 
April 14 with Juniata, whom the 
Jays defeated last year at Hunt- 
ingdon, 6-3. After that, two away 
games are scheduled, with Dick- 
inson and Ursinus.

Bill Pensyl was 
hampered with a case of the flu 
while Jim Chase and Dick Stine, 
v.'ho was to play his last collegiate 
game, missed the contest com- 
pletely. 

Behind at half-time by two, the 
Jays came back strong only to 
1 ise a lead at the end of the game 
necessitating an overtime period. 
Sal Paone and Tony Arcuri, how- 
e^'er, got hot and the Jays out- 
scored PMC 16-12 to ice the de- 
cision. Paone, Arcuri, Wert. Pen- 
.syl and Sarbaugh all hit double 
figures with Paone high at 29. 

Defeat Susquehanna 

Two nights earlier at Susque- 
lianna the locals, on a second- 
I'.alf splurge, downed the Indians, 
78-72. Paced by Pensyl, they hit 
for 22 out of 31 at the foul line 
and outscored the home team 27- 
24 from the field for their 17th 
victory. Pensyl had 8-8-24 as 
Paone and Sarbaugh had 19 and 
It. respectively. Prank Romano 
led the Indians attack with 32. 

The E-towners drubbed Drexel 
86-72 in the last home tilt of the 
current season. The Middle At- 
1 a n t i c conference champions 
jumped out to a 10-0 lead in the 
fi.rst quarter, but the Jays ap- 
plied a full-court press, drew 
even at 15-all, and then drew 
away to a 42-24 half-time lead.

The Communist government recently 
shocked the whole world when it made one 
of the most drastic reversals in Soviet history. 
An attack was made on a man who was once 
regarded’ as thcTTbarest thing to a Soviet diety, 
Stalin. 

Men like Krushchev, Bulganin, and others 
who once worked closely with Stalin are now 
sayin^g that he was a Mood-thirstry, bumbling 
tyrant. Some observers think that if Stalin 
could be wrong then, why couldn’t his succes- 
sors be wrong now.’ 

It is observed that the .present Soviet lead- 
ers. must have a strong grip to launch such a 
campaign against Stalin. It has been suggest- 
ed that this iS the beginning of a change in 
Soviet policies, both foreign and domestic.

Changes in Majors & Fees Announced 


The 1956-57 college catalogue 
lists new requirements for stu- 
dents majoring in English, his- 
tory, political science and social 
studies. In addition, expenses for 
both resident and day students 
will increase and one degree was 
dropped. The changes ,in majors 
will affect only those students 
who will enter college in Septem- 
ber 1956. 

Liberal Ai’ts students majoring 
in English will need 28 hours in- 
stead of 18 hours exclusive of 
English composition and includ- 
ing survey of English literature, 
American literature and Shakes- 
peare. 

Students majoring in history 
and political science find that re- 
quirements have increased from 
18 hoxirs to 28 hours exclusive of 
history of civilization. 

Social studies major require- 
ments increased from 18 hours to 


42 hours. This decided increase 
in hours has been made because 
students in the Liberal Arts and 
educational field are required to 
take between 22 and 25 hours of 
social study courses. Thus, a stu- 
dent in either of these two fields 
could have a major in social stu- 
dies by taking one or two extra 
courses. The new requirements 
of 42 hours will eliminate this 
condition. 

Expenses for 1956-57 resident 
students have increased from $925 
to $1060 while day students will 
pay $550 instead of $500. The 
four individual installment pay- 
ments for day students have in- 
creased from $125 to $137.50 and 
resident students will pay $265 
instead of $231.25. 

The Bachelor of Science degree 
in secretarial science has been 
dropped because of a lack of stu- 
dent interest.

Academic Scholarships 
Increased for 1956-57 

Scholarships will increase for 
1956-57 freshmen by $200 for high 
school students graduating first or 
second in their class and $100 
for students graduating in the 
upper tenth of their class, accord- 
ing to figures released by Mr. 
Eby Espenshade, director of ad- 
missions. 

College students having these 
scholarships and who have main- 
tained a B average will move up 
to the new scholarship rates. 

The rate for valedictorians and 
salutatorrans increased from 
$1,000 to $1,200; for students in 
the upper tenth of their class from 
$800 to $900, while the rate for 
students in the upper fifth of their 
class remains the same. 

This increase means that vale- 
dictorians and salutatorians will 
receive $300 a year instead of 
$250 and those students in the 
upper tenth of their class will 
receive $225 a year instead of 
$ 200 .

Tlie national defense Of the United Stales 
rests iiea.vily upon civili;m cooper, -ition to com- 
bat the modern weapons which have made us 
vunerable to surprise or sneak assult. Our 
radar is ineffective at low altitudes and cannot 
distinguish between friendl_y and enemy air- 
cr*tlt, le;iving these areas lo be protected bv 
civilian volunteers. 

I he main objective of Civil Defense is to 
prep;ire to meet and overcome the problem 
of evacuation and caring for the wounded and 
dis:ibled in case of an ;ittack. Plans must be 
made to supply doctors, medical supplies, food, 
v\ ;iler :uul shelter to victims of an unsuspected 
bomb;;rdmenl.
